Eiba Council Takes Action To Cut 
Spending Of Revenues 


The Elba City Council una- 
nimously passed a motion 
Tuesday night creating a fin- 
ance committee of the council 
of the whole to approve any 
and all purchases prior to the 
purchase, Previously, this 
had been done by several dif- 
ferent methods with small 
purchases often being done by 
the actual user, others approv- 
ed by the city clerk or his 
representative or by . Mayor 
Folsom. Now any purchase 
must be approved by at least 
two councilmen before it can 
be made. A comment by 
Councilman D. M, English 
about the inconvenience of the 
committee route for a while, 
(but feeling it would eventually 
work its way out smoothly) was 
apparently the feeling of the 
group, and there was no further 
discussion. 


Another motion failed to 
get unanimous support or even 
a Clear majority, but appar- 
ently passed. Councilman John 
W. Sharpless made a motion 
for the council not to pay 
Mayor Folsom’s legal fees in 
the lawsuit filed by Chief M.W. 
Johnston, Sharpless _ noted, 
“Tt appears this suit grew out 
of personal disagreement, and 


I move the council not pay 
Mayor Folsom’s attorney 
fees.’’ Councilman Jimmy 
Wise seconded the motion, 
Councilmen English, Hawkilis 


and Russell abstained from vot- 
ing, while Sharpless and Wise 
voted in favor of the motion. 
Those not voting explained they 
wanted legal advice on the mat- 
ter. City Clerk Jack Prescott 
responded that he had  con- 
tacted the Alabama League of 
Municipalities at the re- 
quest of Sharpless, and their 
legal experts indicated it was 
entirely at the discretion of 
the council. After this vote, 
a motion was made by 
English to table the matter 
until the next meeting, and 
Hawkins seconded the motion 
to table.

Commissioners Confront Garbage 


Problems 


The Coffee County Commi- 
ssion met in regular session 
on Monday, September 11, at 
the Courthouse in Elba, and 
again heard reports of problems 


with garbage pick-up in the 
county. 
Commissioner Don Smith 


stated that some residents in 
the county had complained 
that they were heing charged 
inore for yarbage containers 
than their neighbors. Smith 
asked Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston to check the 
minutes of the teeting at 
which Frank Moore was award- 
ed a contract to lease the 
containers and find out the 
exact fee agreed on by the 
commission. Smith added that 
some people were being char- 


ged $16 a month when he 
thought the commission had 
agreed the fee be $12 


a month, The commissioners 
all agreed that a $12 fee was 
written into the contract, but 
delayed action until the min~ 
utes could be located. 

The meeting began at 10;00 


a.m. with all members pre- 
sent, Members of the board 
are Rex Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, 
Don Smith, Jack Hornsby, Max 
Reeves and Bennie C. Beckham. 
The chairman is Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer. 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on pest con- 
trol service for 11 county 
buildings. Bids received were: 
$92 a month from Pesto Pest 
Control and $90 from Rex 
Bradshaw. The commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Mr. Bradshaw. 

Representitives of the 
Enterprise Ledger (a local 
newspaper) met with the 
commission and asked it to 
purchase an advertisement in an 
upcoming special edition of the 
paper. A full page ad would 
cost $275.20, and a half-page 
ad would cost $137.60, The 
commission took no action on 
the request, but did ugree to 
take action before the ad dead- 


line. 
The commission received 
three reviews for their study 


and approval. The grants, which 
did receive county approval, 
were; (1) Alabama Council 
on Human Relations, for Coal- 
ition against Hunger ~$85,000; 
(2)Budget and Planning for State 
Highway Planning and Re- 
source -$2,357, and (3)Project 
Outreach for Youth Services 
program -$44,000. 

County Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins told the commission that 
new Federal Regulations state 
that before dirt may be re- 
moved from a new pit the 
soil must be examined by a 
licensed archaeologist. In the 
future, the same must he done 
on all projects requiring the 
moving of soil, The county 
must pay the archaeologist and 
since there are only a_ few 
licensed inspectors in the state 
it means that all jobs will have 
to be set at least one year 
before construction can be- 
gin,

SECOND MILE 
CHRSTIANITY 


Dr. C, Roy Angel, in his little 
book, IRON SHOES, made the 
concept of second-mile Christ- 
janity come alive for me. Of 
course, the idea was born with 
Jesus when He said, ‘‘If any 
man compel: thee to go with 
him a mile, go with him two 
miles.’’ (Matthew 5:41), 

The background for this 
Short verse involves the autho- 
rity of Roman soldiers to force 
local residents to carry their 
packs for a mile in any direc- 
tion, This mandatory service 
for an occupation soldier must 
have been a hateful task for 
any Jew. 

Jesus indicated that where 
one mile is the requirement, 
then the Christian should be 
willing to go the second mile, 
The germ idea here is that 
the Christian, unlike the or- 
dinary person, is bound to do 
more than is required. The 
Christian ethic demands that 
the individual be willing to go 
beyond the call of the law or 
of duty, and to render a ser- 
vice on the basis of love and 
desire, 

That which the Christian 
does which is required, does 
not differentiate him from the 
society in which he lives. It 
is that which is performed 
above the requirement which 
demonstrates the transform- 
ing grace of the Lord Jesus, 
and shows that the basic self- 
ishness of human nature has 
been altered by the prpsenc 
and power of the divine nature. 

There are many obvious 
practical applications of this 
principle of the second mile. 
Can you imagine, for example, 
the transformation in family 
relationships if members of 
the family determined to go 
the second mile in their deal- 
ings with each other. Suddenly, 
various members of the fam- 
ily would not feel imposed 
upon in the performance of 
certain menial tasks, because 
they would see those tasks as 
an opportunity to show genuine

News From Alabama Lung 


ATTACKING ASTHMA 


Almost six million Ameri- 
cans suffer from asthma. And 
two million of them are child- 
ren under sixteen. 

During asthmatic episodes, 
the airways of the lungs sudd- 
enly constrict. The experience 
can be terrifying, especially to 
young children. The natural 
tendency is to breathe rapidly. 
But this makes matters worse, 
trapping air in the lungs. 

Exhaling gently through pur- 
sed lips and using breathing 
muscles in the chest and dia- 
phragm can help asthmatics 
cope better. Medicines can pro- 
vide effective relief for most 
asthma patients. And a drug 
called cromolyn sodium helps 
prevent seasonal asthma cau- 
sed by pollen in the air. 

What happens in asthma is 
clearer than why it happens. 
To find out more, the Ameri- 
can Lung Association is spone 
soring research projects to ex- 
plore several promising 
avenues. Recent studies, 


for example, indicate that 
asthma often develops after the 
person has veen infected by a 
respiratory virus. A study 
by Dr. William Busse at the 
University of Wisconsin Allergy 
Laboratory is trying to 
pinpoint the precise role vir- 
uses may play in asthma. 
It’s also possible that asthma 
may be an overreaction of the 
defense system of the body 
and lungs to a harmless sube 
Stance. - Several studies are 
examining how the defenses of 
the lungs go awry, and a 
study by Dr. John Barnett at 
the University of Arknasas for 
Medical Sciences is investiga- 
ting how Vitamin A may curb 
these overreactions.

TOY SAFETY 

The U, S. Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission ~- 
(CPSC) plans to crack down 
on toys with sharp points. If 
laboratory tests identify 
points that could present an 
unreasonable risk of injury to 
a child, a new regulation al- 
lows CPSC to ban sale of the 
toy and order it repurchased 
from those who have already 
bought it. 

The regulation, applying 
only to toys and products de- 
Sgned for use by children 
under eight, will become ef- 
fective in December, 1978, 
Exempt from the regulation 
are bicycles and cribs, which 
are covered by separate rules, 
and toys such as sewing ma- 
chines that need to have func- 
tionally suarp points. Those

announced Friday. 

The area for dove hunting 
that will open at noon on Sept. 
16 includes all of Alabama EX-~ 
CEPT that part of the state 
lying south of U.S. 84 east- 
ward from the Mississippi Line 
to the Covington County line and 
all of Coffee, Covington, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry and Houston 
Counties, The season north 
of this line and area will run 
from Sept. 16-Nov. 1 for the 
first portion and from Dec. 23 
through Jan. 14 as the second 
part of the split season. 

The season in extreme 
south Alabama as described 
above will open on Oct. 7 and 
run through Nov. 26 for this 
first part of the split season 
and from Dec. 20-Jan. 7 for 
the last part of the season. 

Dove hunting hours will be 
from 12 noon until sunset and 
the bag limit will be 12 per 
day and 12 in possession, 

Wildlife biologists in the 
Game and Fish Division report 
that dove call count surveys 
show the dove population to be 
up by some i4% over last 
year’s figure. 

The teal duck season will 
run from Sept. 15-25, Hunt.

Besides the above listed nu- 
trients, crop residues supply 
organic matter to the soil, 
primarily in the forms of car- 
bon, hydrogen and oxygen, 
Plant growth requires all of 
these nutrients and if residues 
are removed, these minerals 
must be supplied in other, more 
expensive forms. Organic mat. 
ter is important to the soil, 
other than for plant growth. 
It helps to maintain and im- 
prove soil structure, soil tile 
th, water infiltration, aeration, 
and bulk density. When all 
residues are removed as in 
the underdeveloped countries, 
soil production will . decline 
and erosion will increase, 
Here in the Southeast, crop re~ 
Sidues is most important be~ 
Cause soils in this area are 
highly erosive. 


Residues left on the sur- 


face greatly help to decrease 
erosion by wind and rain, A- 
bout a 80 percent decrease 
in erosion can be had when 
residues is left on land with 
a 4 percent slope. On Sandy 
or sandy loam soil types about 
1,700 pounds of wheat residue 
or 3,500 pounds of corn re- 
sidue is needed to curtail 
erosion. For clay loamy soils 
about 750 pounds of wheat re- 
Sidue of 1,500 pounds of corn 
residue are needed to protect 
the soil,

He received his early edu- 
cation in the Elba schools and 
continued on to the University 
of Alabama where he gradu- 
ated from law school. After 
graduation, he returned to his 
home town to practice law, and 
except for this terms of mili- 
tary service and for several 
years he served as an Assi- 
tant Attorney General in Mont- 
gomery, he lived in Elba and 
gave freely of his time and 
talent to community service. 
For several years he also 
served as City Attorney. 


His connection with the Al- 
abama National Guard began 
with the organization of the 
114th Ammunition Train unit 
on Sept. 16, 1922. He assisted 
in organizing the unit and be- 
came the first commanding off- 
icer and served in this cap- 
acity for nearly 20 years. Un- 
der his leadership, the ded- 
icated men of the 114th Amm- 
unition Train unit soon gained 
recognition in the National Gu- 
ard and the first armory was 
built to provide better train- 
ing facilities. It was given 
the name Fort Charles L. 
Rowe in 1939, honoring him for 
his dedicated service and able 
leadership. 


Rowe was a veteran of World 
Wars I and IL During the se- 
cond World War, he served 
overseas in the European Thea- 
ter and was promoted to Ma- 
jor in September 1943. He 
died Oct, 26, 1959 and the ded- 
ication of the armory on Sun- 
day further honored his name 
and service.
